HVALA PLINO! TO EVERYONE WHO SO KINDLY FURNISHED 












There's a perfect time and place on the Croatian Island of Hvar, a swank-looking 111- 
square mile-island covered with herb-scented lavender, hearty evergreen trees, and 
grape vines, across from the city of Split. The water taxi into Hvar Town, the island’s 
medieval main port, takes you through a sun-kissed swirl of wooden sailboats styled to 
resemble old gullets, with towels and T-shirts hanging out to dry on deck, and expensive 
looking gas-guzzler yachts. Hvar’s Stari Grad, Old Town, has dilapidated buildings 
hundreds of years old that have been turned into quirky pint-sized bars where drinks 
are served on cushions in medieval stone passageways. With the herb-scented lavender 
breezes tempering the warm afternoons, where a cafe’s only steps away, where you can 
enjoy a bijelo vino (white wine) and sit back and watch as the town square is filled with 
romantic couples, little boys kicking soccer balls or young women strolling (korzo) the 
local version of promenade. The lavender fields are visible along the old mountain 
highway. As the road hairpins its way up past quiet villages, rows of stone-walled 
terraces appear, crowded with ripening lavender in soft rounded clumps. Here and 
there you’ll find silvery olive groves hugging the slopes and occasionally the terraces 
are draped with rows of grapevines. In late morning and early evening, the doors of 
small wine bars open up to reveal wood beamed rooms housing huge barrels. They 
make “rakija”, a brandy with what’s left after the winemaking and “prosek”. Places to 
stay: The Riva, a converted 19“-century stone villa on the Hvar Town harbor, or at a 
refurbished cabana “Bonj les Bains” beach club near Hvar Town, and late at night, the 
party rages at Carpe Diem’s nightclub on the harbor and along the harbor. You can 
take the bus and go to the village of Jelsa. You can spend hours on the pine-shaded 
rocks that pass for a beach, jumping into the irresistible emerald water, buying wine 
out of barrels in the basement of the centuries-old house and eating the grilled spicy 
meatballs called “cevapcici”, goat cheese in olive oil-homemade (or even fried with 
sugar, which is very good with wine). Other specialties include gregada (fish & potatoe 
stew), seafood risotto, octopus salad, grilled seabass and grouper. Also, their home¬ 
made prsut, cheeses and olives. For hotels and info: hvar.hr or suncanihvar.hr.

LOPUD ISLAND 




PAKLEND DSLANDS 


On this island of the coast of Dubrovnik, art collector and patron Baroness Francesca 
von Habsburg is giving contemporary art makeovers to an imposing IS" 1 century 
monastery and fortress. Sleep in the center of town at Habsburg’s “La Villa”, an 
elegant six-room guest house with French windows, a grapevine-covered courtyard, and 
a lobby filled with art books (91-322-0126; doubles, $98-$190). The island is so small 
that you can walk most of it, or hop a shuttle to Sunj Beach, a long sandy crescent with 
a shaded cafe. 


Port on Lopud Island 


A 20-minute water taxi ride from Hvar Town ($2.50), the Pakleni Islands 
Include St. Klement, which has dozens of coves for swimming. For 
lunch, take a dirt path inland to “Konoba Dion is”, a rustic vineyard 
restaurant that serves local wine and Croatian staples like 
aubergine pie and cuttlefish risotto (981-761-016; entrees, S14-S21).

MONTENEGRO 



Montenegro is on the way to becoming an eastern Monte Carlo, with mega-yacht 
marinas and posh hotels. A few luxury properties have already opened in the 
medieval town of Kotor. The 13-suite Villa Duomo is in an old baronial villa with 
exposed stone walls and hand-carved antiques (82-323-111; suites, $155-S340). 
Farther down the coast in Budva, the Hotel Splendid is an over-the-top Russian-owned 
resort that resembles a massive cruise ship (86-773-777); doubles, S236-S272). For 
a more local experience, Cesarica is a friendly, family-run knoba (restaurant) in 
Kotor. The black cuttlefish risotto is sumptuous (375 Stari Grad; 82-336-093; 
entrees, S7-S21).
